From these points of vantage the fire was 
fought until it raged in the basement alone. 
Here it was inaccessible and resisted their 
efforts for hours, Using a short ladder as a 
battering ram the firemen broke in the big 
plate windows of the first floor in order to 
reach the blaze. It was five hours after it 
first broke out that the fire was conquered, 

The first intimation of the fire received by 
occupants of the store was when it burst in a 
quick blaze up through the stairway from the 
basement in the rear of the store. J. Steckel, 
the manager of that floor, was standing near 
the stairway, He fled without overcoat or 
hat. There was nota moment's warning to 
the occupants. 

Smokein great volume entered the win- 
dows on the upper floors of the Gunther 
building, where twenty-eight girls were at 
work, They were greatly alarmed, but Miss 
Nellie Stewart, the forewoman, formed them 
in line and marched them down two by two. 

The damage to Gunther’s stock by smoke 
and water is estimated at $1,000, insured. 
The valuable collection of curios owned by 
Mr. Gunther, which were sometimes dis- 
played in the store building, were packed up 
and stowed in a warehouse. 

The smoke was so great that it filled the 
buildings for a block around. The Great 
Northern Hotel wads befogged with smoke 
from the office to the fourteenth floor. The 
Postoffice was filled with smoke, the Bort 
Building, the Temple Court Building, and the 
Owings Building were full of smoke for.three 
hours. 

Traffic Is Stopped. 

Traffic was stopped on the State street cable 
from 2:30 till 6:80 o’clock. At 5 o’clock 
work was commenced phtting the house that 
crossed the tracks upon frames to, make a 
passage for the cable trains. It was a half an 
hour later before the cable track was. cleared. 
The cars in the meantime were strung along 
State street for nearly a mile. Business was 
almost entirely suspended on State street be- 
tween Adams and Jackson by reason of the 
great crowd in the streets. 

A confidential employé of the Bell Clothing 
company said the value of the stock in the 
building was $200,900 and from what he 
could learn the damage wasin the aeighbor- 
hood of $150,000. He could give no ac- 
curate figures concerning insurance, but said 
he thought the concern carriec $75,000 to 
$90,000. The shoe stock, he said, was not 
more than half covered. 

Jacob H. Cohn, the head of the firm, left 
for New York Monday afternoon to finish 
buying the spring stock. He was informed 
by telegraph of the fire and will return to 
Chicago today. : 

The building, a five-story stone etructure, 
was damaged to the extent of $25,000.

Dangler of Cleveland,Q. The building was 
valued at $80,000 and.was insured for

Fire of Last August. 


A serious fire occurred in the sam$ building 
Aug. 28 last. The loss on the stock at that 
fire was $93,000. The loss on the building 
was $5,000. 

While Lieut. John Cavanaugh of Station 
33, in Hinman street,\was riding with Driver 
Michaei Barrett on fire engine No. 23, which 
was moving slowly by the corner of Blue 
Island avenue and Fifteenth street yesterday, 
the horses took fright and gave the engine a 
sudden lurch. Both Barrett and Lieut, 
Cavanaugh were thrown to the ground, quite 
seriously injuring the latter. His left wrist 
and thumb were broken, and hia left knee 
badly bruised. He also received a severe 
cut on the head, and it is thought internal 
injuries. He was taken to his home at No. 
690 West Twenty-first street. Barrett re- 
ceived a cut on the head and in the upper 
lip, besides having his foot crushed. 

At midnight the embers of the day fire 
began blazing again on the first floor, and the 
department, which had only just had time to 
clean up after ite long fight, was called out, 
The flames were easily extinguished. 

INCENDIARIES BURN THE PLACE, 
Robinson & Co.’s Stock Establishment at 

Decatur, Ind., Daestroyed=—Other Fires. 

Decatur, Ind., March 26.—([Special.]—The 
large stock barn, cattle and hog sheds, and 
granaries on the farm of Robinson & Co. 
were destroyed by fire last night with 4,000 
bushels of corn, 1,000 bushels of wheat, 150 
head of hogs, ten tons of hay, straw, and 
farming implements. The buiidings occu- 
pied over three acres of ground and were 
consumed. The property was owned by 
Robinson & Co. of Richmond, Ind. Henry 
Bluhme, superintendent of the farm, was al- 
most fatally burned while attemptimg to re- 
lease cattle. The fire was of an incendiary 
origin and was the third attempt to burn the 
buildings in the last year. The loss is 
$40,000 with small insurance. 

Chambersburg, Pa., March 26.—The third 
floor of the main buildme and a small wing 
of the Wilson Female College were destroyed 
by fire early this morning. Half a dozen 
girls lost all their clothing except what they 
were wearing when the fire was discovered.

Campaign Committee Meets and Hears 
- Chief Brennan’s Views—Hi« Force Is 
Not Dissatisfied with the Original Bill, 
He ThinkseResolutions Passed Oppos- 
ing the Amendment—Labor Leaders 
Eathusiastic Over the Chances of iIn- 
treducing the Merit System. 


The Civil Service Campaign committee, re- 
inforced by a delegation from the Political 
Action committee of the Union League club 
and several prominent citizens who were spe- 
cially invited, met yesterday afternoon at 
Civic Federation headquarters. 

Chairman John H. Hamline presided and 
called for a report from the committee on the 
preas. Gratifying progress was reported, and 
incidentally Chief Brennan was called out 
and spoke at considerable length of his atti- 
tude towards the civil service bill. He said 
he had done everything in his power to assure 
the police force that the new law would not 
subject them to an examination. He had 
been interviewed pretty extensively for the 
press, and he had spoken as plainly and posi- 
tively as he could on this subject. He be- 
lieved most of the force understood the law 
correctly. He knew they were well satisfied 
with ita few days ago. Indeed he had not 
heard of any of them who were opposed to it 
except through the newspapers. He thought 
it likely the statements published that the 
police were disaffected had resuted in dis- 
affecting some of them. 

But as to. i1ssumg any sort of a circular 
to the force Chief Brennan said he could not 
well doit, ashe did not regard it as either 
necessary or proper. He said he and his 
force were already working under civil serv- 
ice rules, and he was debarred from telling 
his men bow to vote at an election. More- 
over, it was out of bis power to assure them 


‘that they would not be subjected to any 


further exatnination. The parties to do that 
were Mr. Sw.ft and Mr. enter. If they 
would give a joint pledge to this effect to the 
police it would without question putan end 
toall uneasiness on this subject. He was 
sure, also, the police were not quieted by the 
proposed Jones amendment to the bill. On 
the contrary, they were strongly opposed to 
it. Many of them had not been examined, 
and this amendment required that they should 
be exawined or dismissed. 
Kaows Police Are Uneaty. 

Mr. Thompson said he had reliable informa- 
tion concerning the uneasiness of the police. 
He knew it not only through his reporters 
but from conversing with one of them, who 
made an earnest request that speakers might 
be sent to the police stations at the '7 o'clock 
roll-call to explain the matter to the force.

eame due, The bank could not meet them: 
without sacrificing valuable securities and ag 
decided to close. The directors held a meet. 


ing yesterday, and George Andrews went tg» 


Concord today and laid the case before the 
Bank Commissioners. They applied for an 
injunction, which was granted this afternoon 
by Judge Carpenter. 

Saved from Disaster in 1893. 

The bank had a hard run in the summer of 
1893, but several men came forward and 
saved it. . 

Two causes led to the loss of faith in the 
institution. ‘The notices of withdrawals were 
not lived up te, the bank of late not always 
honoring the. legal notices. January of this 
year it was discovered that the bank had been 
paying only S‘per cent interest for a year 
when depositors thought the old 4 per cent 
rate was still in force, the statement of 
January last was far from satisfactory. It 
showed continued losses since the one issued 
six months before, and included $45,000 
more on real estate} under foreclosure than 
the previous one. 

Treasurer V, C. Gilman, who is sick at hig 
a tonight furnished the following state- 
ment: 

The Nashua Savings Bank asked the Bank Con» 
missioners to consider the question of voluntary 


liquidation, paying out its deposits, and surren- 
dering its charter, The reasons for such a course 
are:

Washington, D. C., March 26.—[Special.]— 
The Department of Agriculture through 1n- 
quiries that have been made to it by the 
British Embassy has just been made aware 
of great injury done the American meat 
trade, and particularly the Chicago packing 
houses, in England, through the malicious 
work of some one in Chicago, supposed to 
be a discharged empiloyé of one of the ex- 
porting firms. It appears some time ago 4a 
story appeared in one of the Eastern papers 
to the effect that the packers were avoiding 
the inspection law to a certain extent by using 
parts of animals that had been condemned 
and converting the portions so used into 
canned goods. The charge was also made 
that the tongues of all animals, whether con- 
demned or not, were thus converted into 
smoked tongue. This story, injurious and 
damaging, although without a (particle of 
foundation in fact, found its way across 
the Atlantic and was reproduced in the Lon- 
don Times of March 7. The artic'e attracted 
the attention of members of Parliament and 
particularly the members of the agrarian 
party, which party in every European country 
is doing its utmost to create a prejudice 
against the importation of American cattle, 
meat products, and agricultural products, 
The government was interrogated as to the 
accuracy of the reporis anda call made for an 
investigation. Yesterday the Hon. Hugh 
Gough of the British Embassy made his ap- 
pearance at the department and sought either 
to ver y or to disprove the assertion that had 
bee. made. “He said the embassy had re- 
ceived no instructions to investigate the mat- 
ter, but in anticipation of something’ of that 
gort being done he was looking into the ques- 
tion. Dr. Salmon, Chief of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry, assured Mr. Gough there 
could be no truth in the report, and later in 


the day his assertions were enforced by the 


telegraphed statements of the inspectors in 
charge of the Chicago packing-houses. In 
the hurried investigation of this case it was 
shown the articie in question had been writ- 
ten at the suggestion of an employé of one 
of the packing-houses, who had furnished the 
alleged facts for the purpose of getting even 
with the men who had discharged him. The 
incalculable damage that he may have done 
the whole trade can be easily seen from the 
way the Englisn Government at once took 
up. in all seriousness, the charges so freely 
and so maliciously made by this unknown 
newspaper correspondent.

Though a report has gained some publicity 
that the administration is bringing its forces 
to bear upon the Supreme Court for the pur- 
ys of controlling that body in its decision 

regard to the income tax so that it will de- 
clare it constitutional, there is no evidence 
that such an unusual and dangerous step 
has been taken. Itis generally known here 
the President and his Cabinet are very 
anxious to have that law declared con- 
stitutional because of the disastrous 
effect upon the finances of the country and 
the immediate necessity of an extra session 
to provide revenue for the government if it 
were deciared unconstitutional. In the first 
place it would be a violation of the privileges 
of the Presidential! office to use it to affecta 
judicial decision, no matter how important. 


» The Judges of the court are men of high char- 


acter, and not subject to dictation at the 
hands of the President or anybody else. They 
have always resented interference with 
their prerogatives, and guard them jealously. 
It is unfair to the court, and tends to 
lessen its usefulness to make such a state. 
ment. It is true, however, the officials of the 
government are particularly anxious for an 
early decision of the income tax case. It ig 
not improbable that some of the Justices 
have been informed of the importance to the 
government of such an early decision. That 
is the extent to which the administration has 
gone in the income tax cases. The Internal 
Revenue Bureau is particularly desirous that 
the cases should be decided by Monday next, 
and even if the decision is handed down, then 
it wiil give but fifteen days in which to examine 
these returns, and decide what if any penal- 
ties are to be assessed for vioiations of the 
law. The bureau does not desire to take ad- 
vantage of the uncertainty, but feels that with 
the time left it will be impossible to attend to 
the business in hand fully. That is the extent 
ofits anxiety, including the financial side, and 
all that has been dont in the matter. 
** 

There are doubts as to whether Mr. Cleve- 
land will-name three delegates to act with the 
six named by Congress in the international 
bimetallic conference which Germany has in- 
vited. The President’s province under the 
resolution would beto name thre* and com- 
mission the nine delegates onthe part of 
America. The. President doubts his 
authorization under the Wolcott resolu- 
tion to do either. The reading of the 
Wolcott resolution, in ita authorization 
clause, which 1s part of the sundry civil bill, 
is as follows: ** That whenever the President 
of the United States shall determine that: the 
United States ‘shall be represented at any in- 
ternational conference called witha view to 
secure international fixity of relative value 
between gold and silver as money, by means 
of acommon ratio between those metals, 
with free mintage at such ratio, the United 
States shall be represented at such confer- 
ence by nire delegates.”” That is the clause 
which authorizes the commissioning of the 
nine delegates to represent this government. 
The story goes that the President is in doubt 
ifany such conference described is in con- 
tempiation between the powers. He em- 
phaticaily doubts his authority to equip a del- 
egation under the above clause to represent 
the United States at any international con- 
ference unless it is expressly. ‘called with a 
view to securing international fixity of rela- 
tive value between gold and silver as money 
by means ofa common ratio between those 
metals with free mintage of both at such ratio."’ 
The so-called coming bimetallic conference 
to which Teller, Daniel, Jones, Crisp, Culber- 
son, and Hitt were selected as delegates and 
to which the President is expected ‘to name 
three more, was not called for such purpose 
and: has no such program.

CONTRACT FOR TORPEDUBOAT SIGNED 


New Departure Taken by Uncie Sam Ke- 
garding Naval Construction. 

Washington, D. C., March 26.—A contract 
was signed today by Secretary Herbert with 
the John P. Holland Torpedo Boat company 
for the construction of a submarine torpedo 
boat for the use of the navy. This contract, 
which may mark a radical departure in naval 
construction, was signed only after a_ thor- 
ough consideration extending through a pe- 
riod of nearly two years of the subject of sub- 
marine boats and after various plans for 
such craft had been examined. The dimen- 
sions of the vessel contracted for are to be: 
Length, 80 feet: diameter, 11 feet; displace- 
ment (total when submerged) 138% tons, 
All parts of the vessel and the steel to be 
used in its construction are to be of domestic 
manufacture. Itisto be completed within 
twelve months from date under time penal- 
ties. The price to ve paid for the boat is 
fixed at $150,000. It is expressly stipulated 
that the United States shall have the optional 
right te acquire the patent rights for the Hol- 
land type of boat, the price to be paid for the 
rig hts to be determed by a board of three na- 
val officers, the option to run until thirty 
days after the first session of Congress suc- 
ceeding acceptance of the vessel. his pro- 
vision is to give Congress opportunity to en- 
act legislation for the acquisition of the 
patent, if desired.

LAST TALK FOR DEBS. 


DARROW OLOSES THE ARGUMENTS BE- 
FORE THE SUPREME COURT. 


Decision Is Not Expected Before the End 
of May—Attorney-General Olney Con- 
tends the Acts Committed Were in Vio- 
lation of the Inter-State Commerce Law 
-—Mr. Darrow in Submitting the Case 
Makes a Personal Appeal fer His 
Clients, 


Washington, D. C., March 26.—[Special.] 
—Interest in the Debs case, which was con- 
cluded before the Supreme Court of the 
United States today, was almost as greaé as 
that felt in the income tax matter, although 
the array of counsel was not so great as in 
the latter hearing. Laboring people, how- 
ever, thronged every available nook and cor- 
ner of the court-room during the last two 
days, but seemed somewhat disappointed that 
the lawyers did not go beyond the mere ques- 
tion of jurisdiction. It was the wish 
of the majority of those im the audi- 
ence that all the grievances, real and 
fancied, of the workingmen * should have 
been aired by the advocates employed to de- 
fend President Debs, and they were not at all 
backward about expressing their opinions to 
this effect. Ali the time asked for the eppel- 
lant was granted by the court, and, contrary 
to the general rules of practice before the 
United States Supreme Court, all three of the 
counsel for Mr. Debs and his following were 
permitted to submit oral arguments. Gen- 
erally only two arguments oa a side are per- 
mitted, but the court did not want to have 
the cry of discrimination raised, and gave 
Messrs. Darrow, Gregory, and Trumbull ail 
the latitude possible. It was the impression 
at the Capitol, however, that a decision need 
not be expected until the court adjouns in 
May next. 

Oiney Opens the Arguments. 


Attorney-General Olney in opening the ar- 
guments this morning said the emgle question 
before the Supteme Court was whether the 
court below'had jurisdiction of the case made 
by the original bill and proceeded to show 
that as he viewed the matter it had. He de- 
voted but very little time to the discussion of 
the government’s technical relation to the 
mails and the mail bags, or to the provisions 
of the act of 1890, which he characterized as 
“an experimental piece of legislation, and 

ssed immediately to the consideration of 

e strike as a violation of inter-State com- 
merce regulations. He said: 

nter-State commer¢ée, which is subject to the 
regulation of Congress, comprehends a great va- 
riety of different subjects-matter. It is held, as 
respects some of them, that in the absence of 
positive legislationgthereon by Cengress there 
may be action by a State. But it has always and 
universally been conceded that the moment Con- 
gress.does act upon any matter which is part of 
inter-State ‘commerce, from that moment the 
jurisdiction of the United States becomes 
absolute and excludes ali other authority. I[n- 
tercourse and transportation between the States 
and all the instromentalities of either are ad- 
mittedly parts of inter-State commerce. Trang- 
portation of passengers and freight by railroad 
is of course included. Not only is that so, but it 
is also true that inter-State railroad transporta- 
tion has been taken in especial charge by Con- 
gress. Having power to control it Congress has 
not permitted the pawns to liedormant, but has 
freely and decisively exercised it. 

Bat ia this connection and for the present pur 
poses it is more important to note the provisions 
of several general statutes which cover the 
whele field of inter-State railroad transporta- 
tion and show most conclusively the purpose of 
Congress to exclude every other source and form 
of regulation except its own. Sec, 5,258 of the 
Revised Statutes declares as follows: ‘* Every 
railroad company in the United States whose road 
is operated by steam, its successors and assigns, 
is hereby authorized to carry upon. and over its 
road, boats, bridges. and ferries, any property on 
its way from any State to another State, and to re- 
ceive compensation therefor, and to connect with 
roads of other States soas to form continuous 
lines forthe transportation of the same to the 
place of destination.”’ Having by this legislation 
made steam railroads inter-State commerce car- 
riers, by the act of 1887, known as the inter-State 
commerce act, inaugurated measures more rad- 
ical and comprehensive than anything ever before 
attempted by virtue of the power to regulate 
commerce. j 

Settlement Provided by Congress. 


By that act the principles in accordance with 
which inter-State transportation shall be con- 
ducted are laid down and defined, their violation 
is inhibited under severe penalties, and, to crown 
the whole, all theinter-State commerce railroads 
of the country are practically put in charge ofa 
commission, which is to see to it that their duties 
as inter-State carriers oe penaeeioes by Congress 
are faithfully discharged, Finally, recognizing 
the existence of an evil of great magnitude, Con- 
gress,by an act of Oct. 1, 1888, made provision 
for the creation of boards of arbitration to settle 
controversies between railroad companies and 
their employés when such controversies are hav- 
ing the effect of hindering and mterrupting 
traffic. 

Continuing Mr, Olney said: 


As a matter of fact in July, 1894, inter-State 
railroad transportation was being interfered with 
in the State of Llinois and the City of Chicago. 
It was an interference for which, with all its con- 
sequences and incidents, the present petitioners 
are to the fullest extent responsible, unless it be 
true that men can wantonly touch the match to 
powder and yet be blameless becanse not rightly 
realizing the ensuing devastation; unless it be 
true that those who seek to execute a plot 
by the only means possible in the epen, and tak- 
ing the legal consequences upon their hends, are 
to be branded as criminals, while those who sit 
in an office and hatch the plot and urge on its 
consummation are to go unwhipped of justice 
because of loud-mouthed professions of virtue in 
general and respect for law and order in par- 
ticular. 

The Attorney-General admitted that it was 
the duty of the State authorities to deal with 
certain phases of the offenses committed and 
said: 

If they had done so promptly and vigorously 
the interruption of inter-State railway transpor- 
tation might possibly have not ceased; but, -in- 
stead of their doing this, they allowed day after 
day to pass marked either by total inactivity or 
by effort so ill-directed and inadequate as to ag- 
gravate all the evils of the situation. Hence it 
became necessary for the government to step in 
not only in defense of individuals, but in 
obedience to its obligations to protect inter-State 
commerce, and because it is the duty of every 
government to exercise its functions whenever 
occasion requires, 


Every Foot Is National Soll. 


Mr. Olney then passed on to the considera- 
tion of the means at the command of the gov- 
ernment for the suppression of the strike, the 
principal of which was the courts, which must 
be depended oer so far as practicable to 
deal with it. @ proceeded to consider the 
assertion that the Chicago affair was excep- 
tional and to controvert the allegation of er- 
rors in the court below, and in closing said: 

What was done by the government and its 
courts at Chicagoin the summer of 1894 was 
done on a conspicuous theater and dealt with 
events striking in themselves and in the scale on 
which they were conducted and which strongly 
appealed to the imagination as well as tlie pas- 
sions of men, Its action was denounced from 
the outset as novel and unprecedented, so 
that it even became expedient to publicly 
proclaim the trite and familiar principle 
that for the exécution of national! functions every 
foot of every State is national soil and national 
property. Since then the same policy has been 
persistently pursued, and the government bil! in 
equity, the injunction, and the proceedings for 
contempt have all been loudly condemned as 
anomolous, extraordinary, and revolutionary. 
To such charges there could be no more decisive 
answer than is furnished by this debate and by 
the contentions of the respective parties. 

Mr. Oiney closed at 1 o’ciock and was 
promptly followed by Mr. Darrowin the in- 
terest of the petitioners. re was no inter.

He could 
say on behalf of hig clients that, althodgh 
they might have been misguided and unwise, 
they had acted from the highest and purest 
motives. In their defense he said; | 

When a body of 100,000 men lay down their 
implements of labor, not because their own 
rights have been invaded, but because the bread 
has been taken from the mouths of their fellows, 
we have no right to say that they are ¢riminalis. 
It is difficult for us ta place ourselves in the 
position of others, but this court should epn- 
deavor to do so and should realize that the pe- 
titioners in this case are representatives of the 
great laboring element of this country upon 
which the country must so largely depend for its 
safety, prosperity, and progress. 

Mr. Darrow’s argument was the last in the 
case and when he had finished the court pro- 
ceeded with other business on its call, Its 
decision probably will be rendered before ad- 
journment ip nay 

This evening the Attorney-General enter- 
tained at dinner Measra, Darrow, Gregory, 
Trumbull, and Walker. Chief-Justice Fuller, 
aud Secretary and Mrs, Lamont. were also 
present. After the dinner Messrs, Darrow 
and Sragory left for New York. Before start- 
ing, hoWever, Mr. Darrow expressed himself 
as hopeful for a favorable result from the ar- 
guments of the last two days. 


CARLISLE’S INFRACTION Of THE LAW, 


Treasury People Silent Touching His 
Disregard of Quarantine Rules, 

Washington, D. C,, March 26.—No one 
about the Treasury Department would say 
anything about the violation of the quarantine 
laws in Secretary Carlisie taking his son Will- 
iam off the Paris without the permission of the 
health officer. This incident reval!s the Mor- 
ton coachman episode of a few months ago. 
The infraction of law is not regarded 
as one calling for the attention which 
has been given it by the New 
York quarantine authorities. W. K. Carlisle, 
when questioned, said his father reached the 
ship when it was lying at anchor, and coming 
aboard waited about half an hour for him to 
dress, As soon as he was ready he left the 
ship and came up the harbor in the cutter with 
the Secretary, Mr. Hamlin, and a customs of- 
ficer before he made his ¢ustoms declaration. 
One singular feature of che matter, Mr. Wil- 
liam Carlisle thought, was the fact that the 
New York weighed her anchor and immedi- 
ately followed the cutter to the dock. There 
certainly was not sufficient time between his 
leaving the ship and her weighing anchor for 
the quarantine officer to make any examina- 
tion, and it is his opinion that the examina- 
tion, if any was made, was concluded before 
he left the ship. 


JUDGMENT IN FAVOR OF AMERICANS 


Finding of the Venezuelan Claims Com- 
mission Is Made Public. 


Washington, D.C., March 26.—After months 
of deliberation the Venezuelan Claims Com- 
mission today concluded its labors and an- 
nounced its decision, being a judgment in fa- 
vor of citizens of the United States for $143,- 
500, about one-third of the amount of the 
claims. Of the total award the Venezuelan 
Steam Transportation company of New 
York receives $141,500 American gold, 
with interest, and Capt Abram 
G, Post, Jacab J. Maurinus, 
and Davis J. Sturgis receive each $300 with 
interest. The claims date back to 1871, 
when in the course of a revolution in Venezuela 
three of the vessels of the American corpora- 
tion were seized by the Venezuelans on either 
side in the controversy and much damaged 
by being used in war. The principle 
involved in the judgment rendered to- 
day is of great importance to the 
countries of Central and South America 
which are subject to revolution, for it 
amounts to a deciaration that such countries 
are responsible for the acts of insurgents 
against the rights and properties of foreign- 
ers even if these acts are beyond their con- 
trol. Sefior Andrade, the Venezuelan repre- 
sentative on the commission, has given notice 
that he will file a dissenting opinion in the

The Reorganized City of Chicago Grain 
Elevators Resume Dividends—Interna- 
tional Packing Officials Said to Be Ho!d- 

, Ine Down Quotations=Brewery Comb!- 

mation May Yet te MadeeDull and 
Rather Heavy ®tock Market West Side 
Oonatruction Company Aff:ira«. 

A dividend of 3 per cent was declared yes- 
terday on the preferred stock of the Chicago 
Terminal Elevators, Limited. This is the re- 
organized City of Chicago Grain Elevators, 
Limited, which, after an unprofitable life of 
fivé years, was transformed into the Chica- 
go Terminal Railway Elevators, and which 
now seems to be bearing out some of the 
hopes of its projectors. The company was 
orgahized in 1889 to carry on the business of 
the “Munger-Wheeler elevators. It was 
overcapitalized, there being an issue of 
£500,000 of debentures, £225,540 preferre! 
stock, £198,860 common stock, and £25,000 
founders’ shares. It was soon found the elec- 
vator company could not compete with the 
other companies unless it weft into the mar- 
ket and bought grain: Various expedients 
for raising working capital were resorted 
to, and at last the whole enterprise was re- 
organized, The preferred stock upon which 
the 3 per cent dividend was declared is pre- 
ferred to thé extent that it is to receive 6 per 
ceht dividends annually if earned, but the 
dividend is not cumulative. 

“ The Chicago gags companies are not wor- 
rying much over the activity of the Univer- 
sal Gas company,” said a man close to the 
néw management of the Chicago Gas com- 
pany. ‘ There are, however, some things 
that are worrying thé Chicago Gas people a 
good deal more than is the Universal enter- 
prise. One of these is the fact which is being 
pretty firmly impressed upon the minds of 
those interested that it is an eXpensive 
thing to maintain half a dozen separate cor- 
porate organizations. There seems to be 
expenses that are a good deal harder to cut 
down than was at first anticipated. If the 
whole business could really be united there 
would be a great saving. Now it is united 
to: all intents and purposes, but at the same time 
complete corporate organization and distinct of- 
ficers have to be maintained, And there is a 
great deal of expensive circumlocution in con- 
ducting the business.’’ 

The stock market was less active yesterday and 
presented no snap. Prices as a whole closed lower 
than they did Monday’ night, though in some cases 
there were small advances. West Chicago opened 
at 117%, and the opening price was the highest for 
the day. It sold down to 116% and closed at the 
bottom. Pardridge was said to be selling some of 
the stock. There was only a single sale of North 
Side and that was at a decline of %, the stock 
selling at 268%.

PREAGHER OONPESSES TO THE FIR- 
ING OF RIS OWN HOUSE. 


— 


Minnesota Biase Found to Be an Attempt 
to Defraud an Insurance Company= 
Writes Asking an Appointment 45 
Agent from the Compsny—Missouri’« 
Queer Valued Policy Law=—Heavy Losss 
to Insurance Companies by the Recent 
Fire in Kansas City. 


Application was received yesterday by the 
Western manager of one of the large insur- 
ance companies for an appointment as agen 
for the company in a town near Red Wing, 
Minn. The application came from a preach- 
er who suffered a loss in January and who 
made a claim for $1,500, the full amount of 
his policy. An adjuster for the company was 
sent to adjust the loss immediately after 
the fire, and he drove from the nearest town 
to the house of the man, some miles,distant 
in the country. On his way he inquired of 
two German boys who were coasting on @ 
hill directions to the house of the man who 
had suffered the loss. The boys at first did 
not understand the name, but when the ad- 
juster said it was a man whose house was 
burned one of the boys answered: 

“©, that’s the preacher; he’s got two 
boxes of books up at our house,” 

The adjuster thought nothing of the con- 
versation until later, when he met the own- 
er of the house and got from him a list of the 
property destroyed. Included in this was 
all his books, on which there was an item in 
the policy of $750. The preacher said he had 
lost every article contained in the house— 
books, clothing, and household furniture. He 
made up his list, which included some rare 
beoks, which he alleged had been bought in 
Germany, and he made affidavit that every- 
thing had been destroyed. The adjuster then 
asked him about the two cases of books at 
the German’s house, and. the preacher fell on 
the floor and began to cry, owning that he 
had burned his house, and that all of his be- 
longings had been removed before the fire 
had been set. 

He begged forgiveness and said it was his 
first offense of that character, and the ad- 
juster concluded it would do no good to 
prosecute. The policy of insurance was sur- 
rendered to the adjuster, who returned and 
reported the facts in the case to his company 
It was found afterward the preacher had 
given a mortgage on his house which was 
past due, and that foreclosure would have 
been the inevitable result. He was seeking 
to get what he could from the insurance com- 

any. 

' The surprise of the manager of the com- 
pany in Chicago may be imagined, therefore, 
when he received a letter from the preacher 
yesterday asking an appointment as agent 
for the company in his town, and saying he 
was out of money and in need. Needless to 
say the application of the preacher was not 
favorably received. 

Instances of this character are not rare 
where adjusters secure adequate proof of at- 
tempted fraud. The same adjuster early in 
the winter adjusted a loss on a barn where 
the policy amounted to $2,000. By the merest 
chance he discovered that the man held two 
policies in two other companies when he de- 
clared he had no other insurance. When he 
was charged by the adjuster with attempt 
to defratid he grabbed a stick of wood and 
would kave brained the adjuster probably 
had not the adjuster happened to have a re- 
volver, which served as an antidote for the 
threatened braining.

iT INCLUDES PERSONAL PROPERTY. 


Missouri Has a Far-Reaching Valued Pol- 
lev Law Now in Force. : 

The Governor of Missouri has signed the 
insurance act passed by the State Legisla- 
ture recently. This law is peculiar in its 
provisions... It has a valued policy feature 
which goes farther than other laws of sim- 
ilar character which have been passed in 
other States and against which insurance 
companies have complained that it serves to 
license crime. One section of the bill reads 
as follows: 

No company shall take a risk on any property 
in this State at a ratio greater than three-quarters 
of the value of the property insured, and when 
taken, its value shall not questioned in any 
proc ings. 

This makes the law apply to personal as 
well as to real property, and it will permit 
those who .see fit to perpetrate frauds on 
companies in securing insurance in amounts 
greater than the value of the property, or in 
getting the policy to cover on the present 
value and afterward removing a portion be- 
fore the accidental fire occurs. 


INDEMNITY COMPANY’S BIG LOSS, 


Three Hundred Thousand Dollars in One 
Kaneas City Fire. 

The insurance carried on the Reed packing 
works in Kansas City has not been made 
public in detail, but it has been announced 
that the Indemnity company of Kansas City 
was on the risk for $300,000. The fire will 
prove almost a total loss to insurance coni- 
panies interested. There is some specula- 
tion as to the firms comprising the Indemni- 
ty company. It has Chicago members, 
which are said to include Carson, Pirie, 
Scott & Co., Kuh, Nathan &Fischer, and 
B. Kuppenheimer. This is the first loss of 
any magnitude which has been met by the 
Indemnity company since its formation. If 
it should prove true, as stated, that the loss 
is $200,000 it will bring up the cost of insur- 
ance to its members to an amount far in ex- 
cess of the premiums which would have 
been charged by stock cOmpanies.

Many Measures of Interest to Chicago to 
Be Reported F»vorably, 

Springfield, Ill., March 26.—The House

BRYAWN’S KINDERGARTEN BILL PASSES 
House Indorses a Measure That Has a 
Host of Friends. 

Springfield, Ill., March 26.—[Special.]—

and fathered by Representative Charles P. 
Bryan of Du Page County. This measure is 
the pet of the kindergarten organizations of 
Chicago, Aurora, and other Illinois centers. 
It leaves to the voters by districts the option 
of adding to the public schoo!s a kindergarten 
department, the expenses of which are to-be 
defrayed frem the local school fund. The 
examination of teachers, the bill provides;

Ottawa, Ont., March 26.—[Special.}—The 
troubles are thickening about the Govern- 
ment of Sir Mackenzie Bowell. The Hon. J. 
C.Patterson, Minister of Militia and Defense 
resigned this afternoon, and was succeeded 
by the Hon. A. B. Dickey. The latter’s port- 
folio goes to the Hon. Dr. Montague, who 
Was sworn in as Secretary of State by Earl 
Aberdeen. The official reason for Mr. Pat- 
terson’s retirement is ill-health. But it is 
known the Cabinet disruption is due to dif- 
ferences on the government’s policy of order- 
ing the Province of Manitoba to re-estab- 
lish Roman Catholic separate schools. More 
significant still of the crisis in Cabinet af- 
fairs is the report tonight that Sir Charles 
Hibbert Tupper, Minister of Justice, has 
,2lso sent in his resignation. Sir Charles is 
in accord with the government’s policy on 
the school question, but he favored a direct 
apfeal to the people on it at a general elec- 
tion. The French Canadian members fought 
for a session of Parliament, 

They prevailed and Parliament has been 
summoned to meet next month. Sir Charles 
regarded this action as cowardly. 

“We should have faced the country like 
men,’’ he said, “‘ and if we went to the wall 
defeat would have been more honorable 
thar resorting to a session for the sake of a 
few months more in office.’’ 


MxXec:itement Among Politicans, 

The report of his resignation has created 
intense excitement in political circles. He 
is the fighting man of the ministry and was 
looked upon as a certain successor to the 
Premiership. 

Every other political issue appears to have 
been lost sight of. The Roman Catholics of 
Canada number 42 per cent of the whole pop- 
ulation, and as the grievances of the Roman 
Catholics of Manitoba are shared by the 
whole Catholic population of the Dominion 
the fight for redress will be a bitter one, with 
the full force and influence of the Orange 
element arrayed against them. The present 
Premier, Sir Mackenzie Bowell, is a leading 
Orangeman, but he took the ground that the 
highest tribunal in the realm had declared:

strongest Orange and ultra-Protestant influ- 
ence that could be brought to bear upon him. 

Clarke Wallace, Controller of Customs, 
who holds the position of Sovereign Grand 
Master of the Orange Order, still retains his 
position in the government, but it is said he 
will have to resign, as the Orange lodges all 
over the country are passing resolutions 
strongly condemnatory of the government’s 
action.

What Will Ottawa Da? 


It is admitted that the,situation is full of 
critical possibilities, and that much depends 
upon the action of the Dominion Govern- 
ment. Assuming that Manitoba ignores the 
order in ‘council of the Dominion Govern- 
ment, the steps taken here may be deter- 
mined by the outcome of two by-elections, 
the coming session re-establishing the Cath- 
olic parochial school system in Manitoba. 

Vercheres, the Quebec seat, is an old Lib- 
eral district. If the Conservative candidate 
is returned the government will be encour- 
aged to introduce a bill into Parliament at 
the coming session re-estaUlishing the pa- 
rochial school system in Manitoba. 

The other vacancy is in the County of 
Halemand, Ont., which went Conservative 
by a mall majority at the last election. If 
the result of the contest here shows, as it is 
expected, large Liberal gains it will be evi- 
dent that what the government has gained 
in the French and Catholic constituencies it 
has lost in the English and Protestant dis- 
tricts, and the government will have to 
choose between the two or endeavor to ap- 
pease both by some intermediate course. 

The British North American act (the Cana- 
dian Constitution) is in manyways an elastic 
affair,and it will not bea difficult matter for 
the Dominion Government to decide that it 
has or it has not the right to interfere in the 
educational legislation of the provinces. If 
it should decide to interfere it i sprobable 
such interference would make the political 
divisions of Canada coincide with its great 
religious divisions, or would lead to a series 
of appeals to the courts, the end of which 
can scarcely be foreseen, 


Hostile Feeling Stirred Up. 

So far the action of the Government has 
resulted in stirring up a feeling in Ontario 
hostile to itself, while in Quebec it has had a 
directly contrary effect. None of the party 
organs in Ontario cares to commit itself to 
any definite statement as to the course to be 
pursued towards Manitoba. 

The Liberal papers, naturally, their party 
being in opposition, are delighted at the 
trouble, and devote many columns to the tel- 
egraphic reports of all news bearing on the 
school question, while the government or- 
gans, to give one example, gave yesterday 
only the bare announcement in four or five 
lines, of the arrival of the Order-in-Council 
at Winnipeg. 

But the independent journals, without ex- 
ception, cry out agains any interference by 
the Dominion in the school affairs of the 
province. Their cry is, “‘ hands off,” and 
their is no doubt as to that being the senti- 
ment of the great majority of Protestant 
Ontario. 

Montreal, Que., March 26.—The excitement 
in Quebec over the school question is none 
the less real because it is in a measure sub- 
dued for the time being. The tone of the 
French press distinctly indicates what will 
happen if “ Oranges,’”’ as they term it, tri- 
umphs. Considerable additional ill-feeling 
among the French Catholics has been creat- 
ed by a paper read today before the Protest- 
ant Ministerial Association by the Rev. W. 
T. Graham. 

Mr. Graham made a bitter attack on the 
Jesuits and called on all loyal citizens to 
unite to secure their eviction from Canada. 
Mr. Graham closed his address with the dec- 
laration that the right of Manitoba to enact 
its own school laws must be preserved.

What Bismarck Said. 

After the toast offered by Emperor William 
at the luncheon had been drank Prince Bie- 
marck said: 

Will your Majesty permit me to express my 
thanks briefly? You bave cailed upon me in my 
capacity of Prussian officer. In reply to your 
toast I canonly confirm the words I used ten 
years ago on the occasion of the reception of the 
Generals in Berlin—that the best point in my life 
is that I also have been a Prussian officer. Had 
I not been sol should not haye fallen in the 
right paths, but an officer of the Ninth Regiment 
of the Landwehr was my guide, who in 1848 
placed me in the right way—namely: the path of 
adherence to the reigning house, while having 
regard for other countries which do not possess 
the a ntage of a reigning house. In short, I 
emerged from the year 1848 with feelings of 
more intense adherence to the royal house than 
perbaps in my previous fustic ignorance I could 
have expected. I continued in this path, enrapt- 
ured and devotedly, as long as my activity was re- 
quired, I was throughout convinced that withéut 
adherence te the dynasty there was no salvation 
for Gerrr any, 
Since the dynasty there was removed where is it 
possible to find a rallying point? That is always 
a disputed question. Let us held fast to what 
we have. We have not only Germany in a single 
empire, but we have our Princes and rulers, con- 
cerning whom the Roman historians exto} their 


> adherence to the Germans—an adherence which 


we scarcely equal in the spirit of Germamloyalty 
tothe royal, house. I beg you to charge your 
glasses and drink with meto the health of my 
gracious sovereign. Long life to his Majesty, the 
Emperor- King. 

The Empress of Germany commissioned 
the Crown Prince to present to Prince Bis- 
marck a beautiful basket of roses and a letter 
of congratulation. The young Prince hand- 
ed the gift to Prince Bismarck with the sim- 
ple words, * From Mamma.”’ 

Emperor William has appointed Prince 
Bismarck’s physician, Dr. Schweninger, to be 
Privy Medical Councilor and has conferred 
upon Dr, Crysandy, Prince Bismarck’s secre- 
tary, the Order of the Crown. 

The railroad station, postoffice, and all 
houses of Friedrichsruhe and neighborhood 
were decorated with flags today in honor of 
the Emperor’s visit and of its occasion. The 
imperial train gtarted from here on its return 
to Berlin at 3:27 p. m. The Emperor was es- 
corted to his saloon carriage by Gen. Count 
von Waldersee, Before he departed he had 
an earnest conversation wit Dr. Schweninger 
from the window. 

At the last moment Prince Bismarck ap- 
peared on the platform in order to take final 
leave of the Emperor, and cheers were raised 
and. continued long after the Prince re- 
entered the castle.

TALE OF MURDER FROM IKELAND, 


Man Tortures His Wife to Death, Declar- 
ing She Is Bewitched, 

Waterford, Ireland, March 26.—A most ex- 
traordinary case of murder, arising from 
uperstition, was inquired into today by the 
special court of Clonmel, twenty-five miles 
from here. Ten persons were arraigned be- 
fore the court charged with murdering a 
wdman named Cleary because they supposed 
her to be awitch. The prisoners included the 
murdered woman’s husband and father. The 
evidence showed that Mrs, Cleary was suffer- 
ing from nervousness and bronchitis, and her 
husband, believing ‘her to be bewitched, and 
in order to exorcise the evil spell, obtained a 
concoction from a herbalist in the neighbor- 


hood. Then, while the other prisoners held 


the unfortunate womanin bed her husband 
forced the obnoxious concoction of herbs 
down her throat. After this, the suf- 
fering woman was held over a fire and dread- 
fully burned until she declared she was not 
Cleary’s wife. This torture was repeated the 
following day, but the woman refused to con- 
form to her husband’s requests, whereupon 
he knocked her down, stripped off her cloth- 
ing, poured pardaffine over her body, then 
lighted it, and the woman burned to death in 
the presence of six male and two female rela- 
tives. Cleary declared he was not burning 
his wife but was burning a witch, and she 
would disappear up the chimney. When the 
woman was dead her husband coliected her 
charred remains in a sheet and buried them 
in a dike beneath the mud, where they were 
found a week later. The prisoners, who were 
remanded, narrowly escaped lynching at the 
hands of the excited crowd in and about the 
court-room, and had tv be removed to jail 
under the escort of a strong force of con- 
eta y:

SAYS ALL BUSINESS IN CUBA IS DEAD. 


Arrivals at Port Tampa Talk of the Con- 
dition of the Revolution. 

Port Tampa, Fla., March 26.—The Plant 
steamship arrived tonight from Havana with 
a fair number of passengers, among whom 
was a large manufacturer who thas been to 
Cuba prospecting for ligium vite. He had 
introductory letters to two prominent Cubans 
near Pinas del Rio, on the Venta Abajo 
district, but upon arrival at his destina- 
tion found one of them in (»prison 
and the othera fugitive, with a price upon his 
head, both of them having been in several 
skirmishes a few weeks before. He says 
there are nowa large number of insurgent 
bands in the mountains to the north of Pinas 
del Rio. San Antonio, twenty miles southwest 
of Havana, is constantly patrolled, the Span- 
jards being in dread of the insurgent 
bands that are rising in that vicinity. 
Business is practically dead, and all news is 
suppressed. Another passenger says rumors 
in Havana say Bayamo and Mananillo have 
been captured by the insurgents. In the lat- 
ter place Santocildes, the Spanish commander, 
was defeated and wounded, Sanguilly is con- 
demned in the bitterest terms. Two French 
warships are at Havana, One of them, the 
Duquesne, has 500 wen, and is a modern 
ship. Denials ofarace war are emphatic. 
Reports are that there are 15,000 Spanish 
troops now on the island. 


SARRIOS’ DELAY TIES UP ALL PLANS, 


Nicaraguan Affairs Must Wait Uutil He 
Gets Another Start. 
Washington, D. C., March 26.—[Special. ]— 
Nicaragua’s President and Congress will not 
have Great Britain’s demand for indemnifica- 
tion for the expulsion of Hatch and other 
Englishmen laid before them until some time 
next month, and all on account of the break- 
ing of a steamer’s propeller, It was thought 
Gen. Barrios, with the answer of Great 
Britain in his pocket, was well on his way to 
Nicaragua until a telegram was received 
from him today announcing an accident 
which had befalien the vessel upon which he 
left New York. Furthermore, it was said the 
passengers had.been taken off the disabled 
craft by another steamer and many of them 
are at Fortress Monroe, Va. Sofar as Gen. 
Barrios is concerned, he will start northward 
this afternoon ana expects to leave 
for Nicaragua © Saturday on 
steamer, Until tke gets 
country and presents the communication in- 
trusted to him at London nothing can be 
done in regard to the claims made by «Great 
Britain against the Republic of Nicaragua. 
As late as Saturday there had been no official 
notification given tne Nicaraguan Govern- 
ment as to'the contents of the British docu- 
ment. Minister Guzman had telegraphed his 
government Friday for information on this 
subject, and the reply which came yesterday 
was to the effect that the President and Con- 
gress of Nicaragua had received no official 
notification of what Great Britain wanted. It 
is understood in diplomatic circles here that 
the document goes into details regarding the 
trials of Hatch and other Englishmen, but 
nothing is said about their being; British of.- 
ficials. Their cases are those of British sub- 
jects expelled from a certain vountry, and 
Great Britain wants to know. what crimes 
are charged against them, Further- 
more there is no limit of time in 
which answer or indemnity shall be 
made, although the sum demanded approx- 
imates $75,000. as already stated. These 
figures, however, include the claims made by 
all the Englishmen expelled and do not relate 
exclusively to the demand of Mr. Hatch. Be-

LECTURE BY THE RT.-REV. J. J. KEANE, 


He Earnestly Opposes Cwsarism, National- 
ism, and Sectarianism. 

The Rt.-Rev. J. J. Keane, President of the 
Catholic University at Washington, D. C., 
lectured to a large audience in Central Music 
Hall last night on *‘ The American of the 
Future.’’ Bishop Keane said the three great 
enemies to Christian civilization were 
Caesarism, nationalism, and sectarianism. 
The American of the future must be taught 
to put down Caesarism, whether in the in- 
dividual, in the party, or in the Nation. He 
must also be taught in a country where 
every people from every part of the earth 
gathered to avoid the narrow boundaries of 
nationalism. He who taught the animosity 
and hate of sectarianism was a@n enemy to 
Christian civilization; but, above all, musg 
the American of the future be taught the re- 
ligion of him upon whose teachings civiliza- 
tion rested. People were what they were 
taught to be, and the three great influences 
in molding character were the home, the 
church, and the school. Of these the school 
was more potent than the other two com- 
bined. The gravest problem facing the 
American people was how to get the greatest 
amount of Christian influence and Christian 
teaching into the public schools.

Ashe of this city, became a spec- 
ulator in the great mining scheme of the 
company. 

Shopp visited the company’s office in 
Union square. On the third floor he found 
Charles ©. Nye surrounded by attractive 
maps and lithographs of the various alleged 
valuable mines of the company and seduc- 
tive prospectuses. He found the stock of 
the company was sold on the monthly in- 
stallment plan, and for $1 he purchased a 
Stock certificate with a face value of $100. 

Mr. Shopp today said that Nye represent- 
ed to him that he was the General Manager 
of the company, that the company owned 
valuable mines in Montana and had offices 
in various large cities; that Henry L. Haupt 
was the President of the concern and that 
he lived in Butte City, Mont., where the prin- 
cipal office was located, 

Inspector Shopp discovered while the com- 
pany conducted all its correspondence by 
mail, it invariably sent its certificates of 
stock by express, thus evading personal re- 
sponsibility to the postal authorities. It is 
alleged 100,000 certificates of stock were is- 
sued by the company each month. 

Butte, Mont., March 26.—[S8pecial.]—At the 
trial of H. L. Haupt in the United States 
Court today the government introduced ad- 
ditional evidence of the extensive swindling 
operations of the Montana Mining Loan and 
Investment company. It was shown the 
mining property claimed to represent the 
company’s capital stock of $12,000,000 was 
not worth over a few hundred dollars at the 
most. Since the mails have been closed 
against the concern its business is carried 
on through the express offices, and its re-

ANTHONY COMSTO‘( K RAIDS A CHURCH 


He Seizes Pamphiets Containing an Attack 
on the Rev. D. O. Pdtter. 

New York, March 26.—[Special.]—Anthony 
Comstock, agent for the Society for the Sup- 
pression of Vice, today raided the Trinity 
Baptist Church, on East Fifty-fifth street, of 
which the Rev. James W. Putnam is pastor. 
Comstock arrested Thomas H. Shaw, the or- 
ganist of the church, on a charge of *“ giving 
away an obscene book or pamphilet’”’ entitled 
*‘A Bynopsis of the Evidence in Support of 
the Charges of Lying, Intemperance, Dis- 
honesty, and Undue Familiarity with Wom- 
en, Made Against D. O. Potter, D. D.”’ 

Mr. Comstock and his agent, Oram, 
searched all the closets in the church build- 
ing for copies of the pamphlet, and went 
throughatrunk. He did not find them there 
but at the sexton’s-house, where Shaw was 
living, having moved from a chamber in the 
church building only three days ago. 

Shaw was placed under arrest and lodged 
in the Tombs. He will have an examination 
tomorrow. The most objectionable pages in 
the pamphlet contain the name of Maggie 
Burke, a servant employed in the Home in 
the Tabernacle Church House. Maggie 
Burke had Mr. Putnam arrested for libel, 
and he is now under indictment found on her 
charges. The attempt of George Brummell 
or C. W. Beneder to break into Dr. Potter's 
rooms was told recently. 


ARTISTS LIKE THE RRONZE MODELS, 


Justice Simms, However, Holds the Pris- 
oners in New York for Trial. 

New York, March 26.—[Special.}—When 
famous artists like William M. Chase and J, 
G. Brown spend the greater part of an after- 
noon in a police court in order that a de- 
cision may be reached about the morality of 
a young woman appearing in a theater asa 
statue with nothing but a covering of bronze 
paint it must be admitted that it was a re- 
markable occasion. J. Wells Champney, 
Henry E. Hoyt, and John H, Young were 
there also, but they did not give evidence. 

Justice Simms, a young Justice, thinks 
paint cannot be a sufficient covering, and he 
held Miss Bessie Stanton, Perham Nahle, 
and Prof. Otto Kahler, the’ bronze pictures, 
and Rudolph Aronson for trial in $300 each 
on the charge that the exhibition was im- 
proper. 

Miss Stanton, who is 24 and suggests the 
chorus, was the only woman in the room in 
the Jefferson Market Police Court. After 
the detectives had related what they saw at 
the theater the celebrated artist, William M. 
Chase, was called to the stand. He said he 
had been an artist for thirty-two years and 
for eight years had been President of the So- 
ciety of American Artists. He had seen the 
bronze statues. 

“How did the exhibition impress you?’’ 
the lawyer asked. 

‘‘ When the models posed they impressed 
me as being fine reproductions of bronze 
statues I am familiar with. They did not 
impress me as being in any way suggestive 
or immoral.,”’ 

Mr. Chase said he thought the exhibition 
of a young woman on the public stage was 
no more a menace to the morals of the com- 
munity than the exposition of the human 
figure in an art gallery. These bronze fig- 
ures were suggestive of nothing other than 
art. If the public were more accustomed to 
such figures it would never occur to them 
that the representations were other than a 
work of art. 

J. G. Brown, whose street urchins are fa- 
miliar to every art lover in the country, and 
who has been an artist forty years, said he 
did not consider the figures improper in any 
sense. They represented bronze works of 
art. He would be glad if there were more 
exhibitions of the kind. 

Miss Stanton swore she did not appear 
without drapery, the two detectives swore 
she had no drapery, thé Justice declared 
some one had committed perjury and held 
the prisoners. 


CARLISLE BREAKS FEDERAL LAW. 


Takes His Son from Shipboard Before Pas- 
sengera Were Inspected. 

New York, March 26.—Collector James 
Kilbreth has received from Surveyor John 
C. MeGuire a report of the alleged violation 
of the quarantine law committed by Secre- 
tary of the Treasury John G. Carlisle, the 
highest official of the Customs Department. 
The Collector, however, positively refused 
to make public the contents of the docu- 
ment. 

The trouble has arisen on account of the 
Secretary’s anxiety to care forhisson. The 
young man arrived in port last Saturday on 
the American line steamship Paris, after a 
month’s tour abroad. The Secretary went 
down to quarantine in the revenue cutter 
and took his son off the steamer before the 
passengers had been inspected by Health 
Offiter Doty. This constitutes a violation 
of the State laws, hence the trouble. 

Much to the annoyance of Collector Kil- 
breth, the matter became public, and he 
asked Surveyor McGuire forareport. A re- 
porter called on Collector Kilbreth just after 
the document was handed him, and he was 
then engaged in perusing it. He admitted it 
was the much sought after report, but re- 
fused toedivulge the contents, neither would 
he state what action in the matter was in- 
tended.

of Securing Frauduieat Naturalization 
for Fellow-Countrymea sud Then Re- 
minded Back to Prison, Fain's in the 
Federal CourteJuadge Seaman Takes 
Pity on the Poor Fellow and Says the 
Prosecution Should Be Ended. 


Twice acquitted of the charge of secur- 
ing fraudulent naturalization for fellow- 
Russians and remanded again to the County 
Jail for further trial was something that Joe 
Yagman could not understand with his limit- 
ed knowledge of American court methods. 
When his hopes of liberty were crushed yes- 
terday evening he fell fainting on the floor of 
the Federal Court room. Court bailiffs, dep- 
marshals, and sympathizing jurors gath- 
ered around and sought to revive him. The 
Judge of the court bent over him and then, 
turning to the counsel of the prisoner, Judge 
Seaman said: ; 

‘‘ Let the man be taken to his home. I wilt 
let him go on his own recognizance.’ 
| Three fellow-countrymen carried the faint- 
ing man out of the room and down to the 
sidewalk, where the fresh air revived him. Lean- 
ing on the arms of two of bis companions, one 
of whom had been a prisoner with him in the 
Cook County Jail, the man, whom two juries 
had said was the innocent victim of designing 
and unscrupu!ous politicians, was taken to a 
street car and to his home in the Twepty- 
ninth Ward. 

For three months Joe Yagman had been 
confined in the County Jail. He was a robust 
man when he was committed in defaultof a 
bond. When he came into the court his face 
wore the pallor of death. For a month he 
had been ill, when he said no one looked 
after his comfort or administered to his 
needs. oc 

‘They gave me,” he said, “no medicine 
and the food was poor and not enough to sat- 
isfy my wants. I have not eaten a good meal 
in all these months and am nearly starved.” 

Victims of Politicians. 

Yagman and Carl Thomas were industrious 
laborers living in Goodspeed street in the 
Twenty-ninth Ward. A fellow-countryman 
name Robert Rosinski had induced them to 
aid him in securing tha naturalization of a 
fellow-countryman. In a confession made to 
the agents of the Civic Federation the men 
said Ald. Carey of the Twenty-ninth Ward 
had told them they need fear no danger, that 
they were working in the interests of the city, 
and they should gather in all the men, 
whether they had been in the country but five 
minutes. A month after eiection they 


‘were arrested. The Federal grand jury 


found twelve indictments against Yag- 
man and six against Thomas. Friday 
Yagman was placed on trial on one indict- 
ment. The prosecution failed to prove that 
he had made the affidavit to the naturaliza- 
tion in question. Judge Grosscup charged 
the jury in such a manner that there could be 
but one verdict and it was accordingly ren- 
dered as not guilty. Yagman, weak and dis- 
listless spectator of 
proceedings., When the verdict of not 
guilty was rendered he bowed to the court, 
and when informed that he could not yet go 
home he sank back in his chair. He couid 
hardiy be made to undefstand that he had to 
be tried on still other charges of the same 
eharacter. Yesterday afternoon he was again 
brought into court, together with Carl 
Thomas. his neighbor and fellow-country- 
man. Thomas was tried first. The same 
‘lack of convicting evidence resulted asin the 
‘Yagman case. 
Acquitted Again.* 


Then Yagman was placed on trial for an- 
other case in which he was said to have been 
the identifying witcess in the naturalization. 
‘Attorney R. D. A. Wade volunteered to act as 
Yagman’s counsel. Judge Seaman thanked 
him for his offer and the trial began. Again 
did the witnesses fail to express a belief that 
they saw Yagman sign his name to any paper 
in the court at the time of the naturalization.

Thus, in one ‘of these 
sketches. ‘‘ The Rialto Bridge,’ he has delib- 
erately thrown sharp, sweeping curves where, 
in sober fact, the architecture shows boldly 
straight, level lines. And, again, there is a 
vigorous sketch of a coupie of old gondolas 
lying on a beach in the background, while the 
foreground is occupied by two big, clumsy 
old boats, half careened over. With audacity 
he has simnply ignored the fact that there are 
two sides to his boat, and simply suppresses 
one of them. And yet the effect of the whole 
picture is precise. It tells just that story he 
mntended it should tell.

ELEVATOR MEN PRESENT ANEW REPORT 


Think the Railroad and Warehouse Com- 
mission Lacks Juritediction. 

The elevator men do not intend to overlook 
any technical point in their cause before the 
Railroad and Warehouse Commission. At 
the hearing set for the complaints made by 
the Board of Trade against the warehouse- 
men yesterday morning the warehousemen, 
by their attorneys, moved to dismiss the 
proceedings on the ground that the Railroad 
and Warehouse Commission has not proper 
jurisdiction. This point will be argued a 
week from today, an adjournment having 
been taken until that time. 

There was delay in serving the summonses 
upon the elevator men, some of them not re- 
ceiving their notification until the commis- 
sion was actually in session. The warehouse- 
men urged this as additional reason why the 
entire matter should be laid over until a later 
date. The elevator men intend to fight the 
matter first on technical grounds, and if nec- 
essary enter into the real points at issue lat- 
er on. 

The discussion of the questions which 
nrose at the preliminary hearing before the 
commission led to a little scene on the 
Board of Trade«floor which was significant 
frye as indicating the feeling which has 

developed between the two factions. John 
Hill Jr. has beeh most prominent in push- 
ing the case against the elevator men, and 
as Chairman of the Warehouse committee 
has in charge the complaints which have 
been lodged with the commission. George 
Seaverns began rallying Mr. Hill on his 
lack of success, and made some gratuitous 
remarks regarding Mr. Hill's project. for 
building an independent elevator. Mr. Hill 
resented this and calied in question Mr. 
Seaverns’ veracity. Friends parted them 
before any damage was done, and Mr. Sea- 
verns even reconsidered his first intention 
of lodging charges against Mr. Hill in the 
directory. 

It was intimated on the floor yesterday 
that an effort will be made to have the 
Board of Trade as a body withdraw its ac- 
tion befere the Railroad and Warehouse 
commission. The point is made that the 
Board of Trade has no right to direct its 
attorney to appear for the board in a case 
where no board rule has been violated. The 
case against the elevator people is as to 
their ‘rights under the statute, and it is 
urged that it is scarcely fair, as they are 
members of the board, to expend the funds 
of the board in pressing a case against them 
which should have been brought by private

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GOT ALL THE REBATES 


WHISKY TRUST EXPERTS MAKE A 
STARTLING DISCOVERY. 


Railroads Made Concessions to the Trust 
of from $7 to $11 a Car on Shipments 
of »pirits, Yet the Books Contain No 
Mention of the Transaction: — Recip- 
lents of the Money, it Is Alleged, Are 
Among the Highest Officers of the Trust, 
Who May Be Prosecuted. 


Yesterday’s disclosures of the extraordi- 
nary management of the whisky trust un- 
der the Greenhut regime were quite as start- 
ling as anything that has heretofore been 
developed by the expert examination of the 
books and papers. The inspectors appoint- 
ed by the Reorganization committee have. 
it is said, discovered nearly $400,000 was paid 
by railroads presumably for the benefit of 
the trust, but that not one dollar of it ap- 
pears among the credit items on the trust 
books. The money was paid as rebates on 
shipments, and the men who received it, it 
is alleged, were among the highest officers of 
the trust. 

Only the outlines of the story were allowed 
to leak out. In its entirety it was preserved 
to be presented to the Reorganization com- 
mittee at its meeting in New York tomor- 
row, and by the committee to be used as a 
basis for its future action in court against 
certain officers of the trust. The experts, it 
is said, accidentally hit on a clew, which, 


had been a favorite of certain railroads. 
Extending over a considerable period they 
found, it is alleged, that each carload of 
spirits shipped was given a concession. These 
rebate amounted to from §7 to $11 a car. 

The inter-State commerce law forbids dis- 
criminations of every kind, particularly as 
to freight rates. In suits which have been 
brought for violation of the law it has been 
developed that such rebates are usually giv- 
en to a nominee of the shipper. In the case of 
the whisky trust it was of :ourse obviously 
unwise for the railroad company giving re- 
bates to deal directly with the trust. The lat- 
ter. following out the custom which in the 
suits“fiforesaid, it appears, was the estab- 
lished thing, named two agents to receive 
the rebates. They were, it is said, two of its 
principal officers. It might be supposed the 
men on receiving money from the railroads 
would at once turn it in to the treasury of 
the trust. But the peculiar notions of man- 
agement which seemed to have ruled, it ap- 
pears, made them believe they and not the 
stockholders were the real beneficiaries. At 
any rate, it is alleged there is nothing on the 
books to show that the rebates, amounting, 
as said,to $400,000, ever found their way into 
the treasury of the trust. 


Not the Only Dicclosure Made, 


When these things were learned yesterday 
a meeting of the Reorganization committee 
was called in New York. 8. M. Rice, who 
has been in town for a week representing 
the committee, left for that city in the after- 
noon. Tomorrow the experts’ work will bey 
considered. [t was said by insiders that, 
notwithstanding the state of affairs which 
has been developed, the committee and ev- 
erybody else were astonished at what was 
learned yesterday. The disclosure threw 
into the shade another fact—which was that 
intimate relations had apparently existed 
between the trust and a charcoal company 
in which a son of President Greenhut was 
interested. Prices paid to the charcoal com- 
pany, it is said, were of asort that any other 
charcoal man would be glad to enjoy. 

At the meeting of the committee the ques- 
tion of suits to be brought against President 
Greenhut will be definitely determined, and 
it is said there is little doubt these proceed- 
ings will be commenced with small delay. 

Suits for the recovery of the rebates alleged 
to have been absorbed by the two officers re- 
ferred to, itis also stated, will be begun. The 
inter-State commerce law provides a pen- 
alty for giving or acceptingarebate. It was 
broadly intimated. yesterday consideration 
would be given to the liability of the two 
officers for. violation of the law, and that a 
prosecution of them was not an impossibil- 
ity. The Reorganization committee will also 
scrutinize the rebate claims of whisky deal- 
ers which are outstanding. It was alleged 
originally these claims amounted to $1,000,- 

) The experts found they reached a total 
of $468,000, Many of them are in small 
amounts. 


Extension for Filing of Claima. 

On account of the failure to get out notices 
in time for the filing of claims before the 
Master in Chancery, fixed for April 5, the 
attorneys for the receiver have applied to 
the court and obtained leave to extend the 
time for the filing of all claims, including 
rebate claims, to and including April 25. 
All claims from parties in the Ohio and Ken- 
tucky circuit that have been filed with Will- 
iam M. Booth, Master in Chancery, in Chi- 
cago, will be referred by him to Henry A. 
Morrill, Special Master in Chancery in Cin- 
cinnati, O., where like application for the 
extension ‘of the filing of claims will be 
made and where all claims from parties in 
that circuit can file their claims. Claims 
from all other States will be filed with the 
Master in Chicago. It was reported one of 
the objects in obtaining an extension was to 
gain further time to thoroughly investigate 
these claims and to ascertain whether fraud 
exists in them. 

There are sixty-six houses in the whisky 
trust. Of these twenty-one are running or 
in shape to start up if so desired. Some of 
the remainder will be dropped from the gen- 
eral plant April 1. It has not been deter- 
mined which of the various houses will be 
cast overboard. The policy of retrenchment 
and economy inaugurated by the receivers 
contains the explanation of this move. 

President Greenhut was still in town yes- 
terday. He called on his attorney, Arthur 
J. Eddy. The latter was asked whether Mr. 
Greenhut was meditating any move in court.

FERRIS WHEEL COMPANY THE WINNER. 


Judge Payne Decides in Ite Favor Against 
the City. 

Juage Payne delivered an opinion yester- 

day in the injunction suit commenced by the 


Ferris Wheel company against the city, in 
which the court held in favor ‘pf the Ferris 


Wheel company. Judge Payne, however,did 


that it might create a bad precedent that the 
city should be enjoined from interfering with 
persons erecting structures, and suggested 
that the city issue a permit with proper safe- 
guards in regard to fire protection. The 
Judge said that if thie could not be agreed 
upon he would be forced to issue un injunction. 
Corporation Counsel Palmer said that he 
would have a conference with the represent- 
atives of the wheel company and the entry of 
an order in the matter was deferred until this 
morning. 

The court in deciding the case held as fol- 
lows: 

The ‘building ordinances do not regulate the 
manner of the erection of Ferris wheels and no 
one seriously contends that the ordinances were 

ssed with any reference to such a structure, 

ut it is contended that the wheel in the use pro- 


posed is a building. That, whether a grey oe 
not, it is a structure and is covered by the build- 
ing ordinances. It is clearly not a building. The 
object ofthe ordinances is to see that buildings 
are safe and reasonably fireproof. The city has 
no power to arbitrarily prohibit the erection of a 
structure, and can only do so in the case of frame 
buildings becuuse of their combustible charac- 
tes. If other cases it can simply regulateso as to 
secure the safety of persons and property. If it 
were shown that this structure was combustible 
or dangerous to life it would be the duty of the 
city to prevent the construction and no court 
should interfere, but nothing of that kind is 
claimed here. 

When Mayor Hopkins heard that the decis- 
ion of the court haa been against the city he 
said he was still opposed to placing the wheel 
in that. portion of the city, and he said he 
would fight against the location selected until 
the courts compelled him to issue a permit to 
thecompany. He has cdiled for further legal 
advice on the subject.

Bonnett Medical College Gives Ber the

TQ DEGIDE ON PAYMENT OF INTEREST. 


Judge Horten Heprs Arguments in an Old 
Railroad Case, | 

Judge Horton yesterday began hearing 
arguments in relation to the motion that the 
Circuit Clerk should pay interest on a sum of 
money deposited with him by order of court. 
The money involved in the present controver- 
sy amounted. to $31,000 originally. Some 
was taken out by order of court, leaving $28,- 
688 in the clerk’s hands. The money was 
brought into. court by the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad company as an interpleader in a suit 
pending between Pullman’s Palace Car com- 
pany and the Ohio and Western Coal and Iron 
company. The litigation was commenced in 
1888, when Henry Best was clerk in the Cir- 
cuit Court. Jan, 25, 1891, an order was en- 
fered that the clerk should place the money in 
a certificate of deposit, for it to draw interest. 
The litigation came to an end in July, 1898, 
and when the successful litigant;)went to get 
the money interest was demanded from the 
clerk at the rate of 24 per cent per annum 
since the entry of the court’s order. When 
the demand was made Chief Clerk Bradley 
said the clerks had never been notified of the 
order requiring the clerk to place the money 
out at interest and objected to paying it. — 


Right of Appeal Decision. 

The Supreme Court of this State yesterday en- 
tered an important order in allowing a rehearing 
inthecase of Elien Lynn against Mary Ann 
Lynn, which case involves the right of appeal 
from the Probate Court to the Supreme Court.

Leader of the Riots in the Indiani Avenue 
Home Taken Away by Strategy. 

Mamie Davis dined at home last night. At 
a meeting of the Board of Iliinois State Home 
for Juvenile Female Offenders yesterday 
morning it was:decided that Mamie must go. 
Her abilities ag a leader in mobs and riots, 
together with her incorrigible disposition, 
made her a menace to the institution. So 
after due discugsion on the subject the board 
decided to turn Mamie out. Since her return 
from the Harrison Street Police Station an- 
nex Monday it was said she had been particu- 
larly unmanageable. She openly defied all 
rules, refused to work, or even to come to the 
table when the others ate, Last night one of 
the matrons took Mamie out, ostensibly for 
a walk, but in reality to return her to her sis- 
ter, Mrs, Katherine Burns, No. 165 Wash- 
burn street. Mamie was not told that she was 
bidding the home a final farewell for fear of 
an uprising among the inmates, especially as 
Mamie has a sister, Essie, still at the home. 

** Mrs. Dayton just hated me,”’ said Mamie 

last night, ** and when I came back from the 
annex she would not speak to me. She said 
if it was not for Mrs. Holt and Mrs. Harvey 
being there she would like to get a cowhide 
and cowhide every one of us who came back 
from the anney. I’m going to bea good girl 
now.”’ 
“ T had my sisters committed to the home,”’ 
said Mrs. Burns, ‘** not because they had ever 
done anything very bad, but I was afraid for 
the future. "They would not work or mind 
me; that was the worst fault they had.”’ 

Mrs. Burns said Mamie was going to live 
with an aunt on Union avenue and help care 
fur two children. This had been agr upon 
by the families before Mamie came home and 
she seemed pleased with the idea, Anything, 
she said, soshe could sleep where the windows 
were not barred. 

At the meeting of the board yesterday Mrs. 
Holt was deputed to make out a statement of 
accounts of the home. This will include a 
history of the troubies leading up to the riot 
together with a full financial statement. This 
account will be forwarded to the Governor, 

Mrs. Charles Henrotin will try to get a 
teacher for the girls, There has been a change 
of teachers about once a week for some time. 
As soon as a new teacher comes in she is sub- 
jected to a thorough guying by the girls. If 
she can’t stand this, and she seldom does, 
then she may as well give up. ° 

The situa at the home since tho famous 
Sunday riot has been exceedingly strained. 
Mrs, Dayton, whether wrongfully or otherwise, 
bas succeeded in msking herself so unpopu- 
lar with the girls that only the presence of 
Mrs. Harvey and Mrs. Holt seems to have 
kept them from repeating their wild assaults. 
Once they stole the keys and had plotted to 
escape.
